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Three long years ago, in the fall of 1977 some sixty 
bright, young, and supposedly intellectual students first 
walked through the halls of our tiny school wondering, 
“Is this for real?’’. There we were in our new residence of 
higher learning - a school that was a cross between a 
museum and mausoleum. We walked those creaky halls, 
climbed the creaky stairs, and met the creaky teachers. 

We learned a lot that first year, about Mrs. Hartmetz’ 
inability to talk to those over six feet tall, about Mr. 
Summers’ obsession with compelling us to do ten minutes 
of French homework each day, and about Mr. McEwen’s 
passion for the more antiquated forms of the horseless 
carriage. 

In between writing social essays and math tests, we 
learned about the many dark corners in our school where 
one could escape alone (or with someone else). Together 
we survived the rigors of frosh. We learned that we 
possessed the world’s first climate-controlled marble- 
seated smoking room immediately outside each end door 
of the school. And we DID get some exercise back then, 
bending and stretching to the music of Neil Sadaka and 
the Captain and Tenille. We also learned to pace our- 
selves while climbing or descending three flights of stairs 
several times a day. 

By the end of that first year, we had developed into a 
class of distinct individuals with set ideas about how one 
was supposed to endure high school. Assorted grade 10 
highlights included the inception of the “Three 
Mouthketeers’”’ in the form of Verna, Loraine, and Kim; 
the thrills of making Carmen and Priscilla blush; and the 
Drama Department’s production of ‘‘Seventy Years of 
Old Scona’’. 

Then came grade 11; a year of change, new maturity - 
or was it insanity? As a class we still had some unan- 
swered questions. Was Cameron’s camera a bodily 
appendage? Were social essays relevant to one’s life? 
Could Mr. Mulgrew tell a funny joke? The year started 
with a fizzle as the teachers decided not to come to 
school. Not that we minded of course! We had developed 
a deeper awe for the stranger ways of our teachers. Chalk 
dust emanated from ‘‘Roger, Dr. Palmer, Sir!’’ wherever 
he went, while he harped on the fact that ‘‘a solution 
exists’. Mrs. Kortes could not only deal with David 
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Barker’s puns, but was able to tell him to “‘please shut 
up’’, unlike the rest of us. And we learned not to panic 
but rather enjoy when Mr. Demaine went through his 
one-man presentations of the great events of world 
history. Grade 11 also saw the entrance of the Aardvaark 
Party in student elections, Old Scona’s first night dance 
and the arrival and unwilling departure of Gwenyth’s 
German exchange friend Gisella. 

The year ended on a theatrical note with the successful 
production of ‘‘Guys and Dolls”’ by the ‘‘Big Mac”’ and 
his cast of dozens. 

Another summer came and went and at last we were in 
grade 12 - the big one, our senior year. We were finally 
free not to follow but rather to set the example for our 
younger inferiors at Old Scona, and we immediately did 
so - and then some. Frosh was extremely satisfying for all 
of us, but for some strange reason, the grade 10’s didn’t 
enjoy it in the least. The lounges were now designated to 
be grade 12 territory, as were the airwaves. Punk came 
into the scene with the return of a new Kent Sponagle and 
a revised Carmen Lehmann. Priscilla shocked the world 
by wearing blue jeans to school. Clint ‘“‘C.B.’’ Patterson 
decided once and for all to agree with his good buddy 
Hamlet and decried English 30 as being ‘‘Horrible, 
horrible, oh most horrible!’’ Dean Cooper, the youngest 
member of our class, grew roughly 18 inches and came 
into his own by getting his driver’s licence and joining the 
evergrowing number of grade 12 cars coming or going 
from the school. 

And as the year progressed, many of us decided that 
being ‘‘over the hill’? wouldn’t stop us from playing 
soccer and football in the houseleagues organized by 
Dawn Green. 

We also made a fine showing in Génies en Herbes, won 
a city-wide cross-country ski race, and after a hard battle, 
retained our school name in the face of Strathcona 
Composite’s opposition. 

And so here we are tonight, after three years of 
learning, laughing, and sometimes crying together in the 
tiny academic ecosystem of Old Scona. We have 
changed, to be sure, but with those changes has come a 
new sense of maturity in our understanding of each other 
and ourselves. We have come a long way as a powerful 


force in the development of the history and tradition of 
Old Scona. And as we walk through its hallowed halls as 
students for the last time we will do so knowing that we 
have left our marks on its desks, its books, its steps, and 
its teachers. 

But more important than that will be the mark that 
those same desks, books, steps and teachers have left 
upon us. As a certain physics teacher always says to his 
students, ‘‘It is not what I want, it is what I expect’’. So it 
will be with all of us as we go our separate ways at the end 
of June. 

I am certain that Old Scona’s class of 1980 will do a 
more than adequate job of turning those great ex- 
pectations of today into even greater realities of 
tomorrow. 

Look out world ... cause HERE WE COME!!! 

When we arrived at Old Scona in the fall of 1977, we 
all had certain expectations regarding the nature of the 
educational program to which we were about to commit 
ourselves. Naturally, some of these expectations were 
fulfilled. We appreciate the firm academic background 
that has been given to us over the past three years. 
Further, we have learned to respond to events, situations, 
and ideas in an adult manner. In the classroom we have 
been made to feel as if our opinions are of value. 

Most of us anticipated that the size of Old Scona would 
be an asset to the academic program that it offered - 
especially those Grade Twelve students who had already 
spent one or two years at a larger high school. At Old 
Scona it has been possible for students and teachers to 
maintain highly individual relationships. The open and 
tolerant atmosphere promoted within the classroom has 
contributed to the personal growth of the student. That 
is, we have developed more confidence in ourselves and 
in our ideas because others - both students and teachers - 
were willing to listen, to understand, and to accept. 

Fortunately, other expectations which we carried to 
Old Scona were left unrealized. At first, many of us were 
uncertain about the kind of student that would choose to 
attend an academic school. Our fears were unfounded. 
The people that we found at Old Scona were NOT solely 
concerned with schoolwork and marks, though certainly 
interested in a quality education, they were also willing to 


develop their talents and abilities in other areas. There 
are students in the Graduating Class of 1980 who excel 
outside-of the classroom in fields as diverse as music, 
dance, dramatics, literature, track and field, 
photography, and computer programming. These well- 
rounded students of today will make a valuable con- 
tribution to the community as the well-rounded adults of 
tomorrow. 

When we leave Old Scona, we will not suddenly be 
exposed to the ‘“‘real world’’ for the first time. Old Scona 
has been a world in itself. Here, we have become 
acquainted with people from a wide variety of 
backgrounds with a wide variety of interests. We have 
come into contact with concepts, problems, and pressures » 
similar to those which we will encounter in future years. 
In response, we have developed many attitudes, opinions, 
and ideals which we will now have to apply on a larger 
scale. 

It is not as if, upon leaving high school we are expected 
to leap from childhood into adulthood. For most of us, 
the past three years have been a period of transition. Our 
parents and teachers have gradually instilled in us a sense 
of individual duty and self-discipline. We have come to 
understand that, in terms of homework, assignments, 
and tests, we hold much of the responsibility for our own 
education. We also realize that this responsibility 
extends into the other aspects of our lives. It is up to 
us to determine and organize our priorities in an adult 
manner. In the coming years, the parents and teachers 
who have taken such a large role in guiding the courses 
of our lives will be replaced, in part, by the attitudes 
and values which they have helped to shape in us. 

The past three years have been a learning and growing 
experience for all of us. It will be difficult for us to leave 
Old Scona and teachers and friends to whom we have 
grown close. But we realize that it is time, now, for us to 
move on, to begin to exercise the adult perspective for 
which we have received such a good background. For tis 
preparation, to our parents, to our teachers, and to our 
friends, we say thank you - and goodbye.
